The cement dlhtales were replaced by glass ones this year to see llte 
development ol the cracks^ The final report of the P. W. D. in this 
respect, still remains to be submitted to Cowmiuent. 

The garden and lawns were sufFiciendy improved this year. They 
were kept in n neat and tidy 4X»ndlimD. Some new trees were also 
planted during tlie ruins. Necessary changes in the inner courtyurd of the 
Museum were also made^ 

Tlit Blnratpur Moundp locally known as Hariparvuti to the 

west of the Museum budding, acquired this year by Land AcqulsUion 
and a long^felt want was thus removed. Adequate steps are to be lakeo 
now to get the site prD|>crly levelled and cleaned. It is huped that 
Government will be pleased to allot funds for levelling and enclosing of 
the mound before construction of the proposed blocks is undertaken^
